Claim 16 was 
rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being obvious over Zanoni in view 
of Boettner et al. and further in view of Kudo et al. (U.S. 

Claim 17 was rejected under 35 USC 103(a) 
as being obvious over Zanoni and Boettner as applied to claim 
above . 

These rejections are all moot in view of the cancellation of 
claims 8-19.
